SWIMMERS OF McGILL LOSE 
TO VARSITY AT HART HOUSE 

[Vernot Broke Two Intercollegiate Records — Varsity Es- 
tablished Two — University of Toronto Won by 41 1-2 
Points to 24 1-2. 



Four records were brokru at the In- 
tercollegiate. Swimming Meet, held at 
Ll'oronto yesterday. Vernot of McGill, 
larried away two of these records, do- 
ing the 100 yard breast in 60 2-5 sec- 
loud-., and the 200 yards in 2 min. 19 
f.2-5 seconds. Varsity won the day by 
•10 U2 points to 24 1-2, and broke the 
(intercollegiate records in the relay 
|racc and the long plunge. 

The Tot ontc team, composed of 
Uren. Vennels, Wood and Kevfler, 
Jwon the relay event in 14<> seconds, 
establishing a new record in intercol- 
legiate, circles. 

Valkenburg, oi Toronto, did not ex- 
ceed expectations when lie won the 
fancy diving contest. His colleague, 
1 Wood, drew second place, whUc Beth'*! 
of McGill, a promising swimmer from 
the West Indie.-;, took third place. 

Vernot came lirsl in the Sit yard 
speed event, but did not come up to 
I his record of 25 2-5 seconds two yeats 
ago; he made the distance in 2o 2-5 
seconds. Keetler, of l ot onto, took 
ser.ond place, and Ross, of McGill, 
third. 

Another live points was added to 
the score of the Red and White when 
k \ cmol took t:he 200 yard speed 
event. In 1921 Vernot established a 
record of 2 min. 23 2-5 sees in the 200 
yards, but yesterday he broke his own 
record and made the distance in 2 
min. 19 2-S sees, lessening the time 
by J -r, s. Latchford and Wells of 
the Bhlfi arid White, liehl second and 
third positions respectively. 

In the lull yards speed event Ver- 
not again won the distinction oi being 
the leading swimmer in intei collégiale 
irclcs. and a shining liyhl in Canadian 
aquatics. He established a record in 
1921 oi 60 1-5 eccs., but cleared the 
idistance yesterday in 60 2-5 sees., 
breaking the second ot his own re- 
cords His colleague, Ross, lollowed 
a c.1o-« second, while Ve.nnels, of the 
U .of T., held thud position. 

In the long plunge the Varsity con- 
testants «ru- superior, and by taking 
first and second places added S more 
points to their score. The old record 
•stood at 71 feet .1 inches, but Waldton 
made. 72. .i yesterday, accounting for 
one of the tour records. 

McGill. represented by I'indlay and 
Laidley, came in second and third re- 
spectively in tin 100 yard breast 
stroke. Fitzgerald, of Varsity, took 
first place. This is the first time this 
event has been staged in intercollegi- 
ate aquatics. The time was 123 sees. 

In the 50 yards back stroke Wood, 
of the Blue and White Icani, cleared 
the distance in 34 4-5 sees. He was 
followed a close second by his col- 
league, Latchford, and Bethel, of Mc- 



Gill, held third place. 

A Chinese lantern race, was staged, 
after the main events were carried out. 

The points for McCiill -were account- 
ed for as follows: Vernot, 15; Find- 
lay, 3; Bethel, 2; Ross, 2; Laidley, 1. 
Five points were allotted for first 
three for second, and one for third. 

Prospects look very bright for Mc- 
Gill winning the Water Polo game at 
Toronto this afternoon. The line-up 
will include a good proportion of sea- 
soned veterans.

George Scarth Gives Ad- 
dress Tuesday 



The Physiologica ISoctety will hold 
its next meeting on Tuesday evening. 

8.1 5. o'clock, in the large 
tecturc-thcatre of the Biological Build- 
ing. The executive has been fortunatM 
ui securing as speaker for the occasion 
Mr. George Srarth, M.A., who is well 
known to students of Biology. In bis 
address on 'The Mechanism of Proto- 
plasmic Contraction", Mr. Scarth will 
deal with the results of somet original 
experiments and research work in which 
he has recently been engaged. The add- 
ress will be illustrated by lantern-slides. 
Since an understanding of the phenomena 
lit has observed marks anothrr step for- 
mai d in the. attempt to unravel certain 
hitherto utvsolvcd problems hi physiology, 
it is desirable thai this meeting be miss- 
ed bv no-one who can possibly attend. 
It is quite likvly that the facts which 
Mr. Scarth is to lay before the Society 
may give someone present the clew 10 
limber discoveries in this field when; 
there is still so much to learn.

PRAISES CANADIANS 



Opportunity for Canadian 
Engineers in Rand Min- 
ing District 



Captain Eugene Cowles, '0 e », gave a 
very interesting and instructive lecture 
last evening before a joint meeting of 
the Montreal and McGill barnches of the 
Mining and Metallurgical Society. His 
subject was mining conditions in South 
Africa, and being himself a mining en- 
gineer, with twelve years' experience in 
South Africa. He spoke with outhority 

Captain Cowles began with a general 
description of social conditions in the 
Rand. Johauesbujg, usually rcfercd to 
as a mining camp, is in reality a large, 
modern city. It has big office build- 
ings, theatres, tramway, and bus lines 
:nd the suburbs are equal to many on 
.his continent. The altitude of the min- 
ing district is a little; over five hundred 
[cet. and the climate all year round is 
delightful. A peculiarity which the 
stranger ho the Rand is sure to notice 
is the sign which is so often? displayed 
on shop doors: "Closed on account of 
thp Dust - ' This stimply means that 
the door is kept shut so as to exclude 
the dust from the mines, which is one 
of the chief objections to life in the 
county. 

The mining section covers about sixty 
;quare miles and is peopled by about 
250,000 whites, about 300,000 whites 
peopk make their living, either direct- 
ly or indirectly from the gold mines. 
The production in the district at present 
is about 24,000,000 tons per annum, at an 
average of seven dollars per ton. Captain 
Cowles stated that he wished to correct 
he belief prevalent in Canada that the 
Rand was at hs peak. This is a wrong 
impression. There arc new companies 
opening up this year, and there is every 
indication that the present output will 
be maintained for a number of years to 
come. The ore beds extend 30 miles on 
each side of Johannesburg coming, except 
for small patches, the whole of the 
Rand Basin. 

Although there are many different 
mining companies in this country, they 
work together so far as the operation 
of the mines and labour problems are 
concerned. The Government exercises a

Queen's and Toronto Ad- 
vanced Date Without 
Notifying McGill 



The twenty-three members of the 
McGill B., W. and F. team which 
left for Kingston yesterday morning to 
participate in the annual Assault-at- 
Arttis returned to town at 7 .00 p.m. 
last evening without having done a 
thing in the Limestone City except 
giving the McGill yell at the Fron- 
tenac Hotel, during tbeir short so- 
journ there. The explanation for this 
extraordinary outcome of the long- 
awaited trip was the fact that the 
tournament was advanced one week 
later than the original date without 
advising McGill to that effect. Bucs, 
of Queen's, stated that Coach Awrcy 
was out of town, but that it seemed 
quite evident that a. mistake had been 
made on the part of Queen's. An inti- 
mation was given that Queen's would 
make good the cost of the extra trip 
to the McGill men; which is in the vi- 
cinity of four hundred dollars. 

W. B. Brewer stated to the "Daily"' 
last night that the intercollegiate B ., 
VV. 1". executive met in Toronto 
on November 25th last, instead of at 
Kingston, the place of the coming 
meet, as Queen's had favoured Toron- 
to, playing the Argonauts in that city 
on that day. their representatives thus 
being available for the meeting.

the endeavour of those concerned in the investigation to discover 
the cause of llie postponement, following which the}' should take 
steps to find the reason why such was not sent to McGill. Cen- 
sure should be meted w'here censure is due.

APPALLING 
CONDITIONS 
IN RUSSIA 



40,000 Professors and Stu- 
dents Starving 



NANSEN'S REPORT 



Possibility that Professional 
Classes Will Become 
Extinct 



Russia has today between 75,000 and 
100,000 students in institutions of high- 
er learning, abont 30,000 of these in 
Moscow and 10,000 in. Pctrograd, It 
is estimated that approximately' -10,000 
student's and professors are in Heed of 
food clothing and books'. Many of them 
are starving. Many have already starv- 
ed while others have ruined their health 
by supplementing their food with leaves 
bark and clay. Prbtcisors and student. 1 - 
proceed with'" their college work, at the 
same time working ' at odd jobs, when 
possible; because of their desire to keep 
alive the light of reduction; and because 
there is hope for neither themselves nor 
their country otherwise. 

The eyes of the' world have been 
focused for sevcrat- years on Russia — 
the mighty and- incomprehensible Russia. 
Her tragic past has .marged 1 into a 
present that would be just as darkly tragic 
were it not for the hope that out of the 
chaos will be born. a. new order in which 
the will of the many may replace the 
will of the few, .and the good of their 
teeming people become the ideal of state, 
as it has never been in the past. Few 
have yet realized the immensity of the 
Russian contribution during the war, 
a contribution that cost in human life 
and treasure . infinitely more than ii 
would have cost had. Russia possessed a 
larger share of the world's enlighten- 
ment — small as that is — and had her 
eager willingness to give of common 
life been backed with greater regard 
for the same on the part of those who 
sat in her councils and led her armies. 

It is equally true that few on this side 
of the Atlantic. realize today the appal- 
ling conditions that prevail within that 
vast empire. The depleting effects of 
years of costly war, the strain of intern- 
al revolution, the rapid transition from 
one extreme of government policy to 
the opposite extreme, and consequent 
isolation from thé rest of the world, then 
famine — and jo we have the Russia of 
today 1 In the comparative comfort and 
security of Canadian society one hesitate 
even to reprint' for public information 
statements made by such an authority as 
Dr. Nanscn before the League of Nations 
concerning some of the more hideous as- 
pects of life 'in- the war, famine, and 
discase.smitten areas 'of Russia. It does 
not seem possible that children can be 
killed for food, or human ffesh sold 
in the markets of any European country ; 
yet there is the word of Dr. Nansen and 
others for it today in Russia, And it is 
hard to imaginé frozen bodies of the 
dead from famine and disease piled like 
cordwood by the roadside. But again 
the same authority assàrcs 'us tliat such 
piles may be seen in Russia' this winder. 
Fertile fields have remained uncultiv- 
ated because last spring there was 110 
seed, or because such seed as could be 
supplied nias eaten - by the starving 
people who cdukT-see no sente of putting 
it. in the ground unless they could keep 
alive until the' harvest. 
. Appalling as ill this may be there is 
anotJier aspect of life in Russia that 
deserves the most; serious attention of 
thoughtful and educated people today. 
The hope of the future for Russia lies 
in her leadership. • "And f he problem of 
leadership in such 'a Vast laud is so im- 
mense that no one: imagines that it can 
be solved by unlettered peasants, or in 
dustrial workers. Yet in the present 
situation it is -possible' that while the 
latter may live on, the- educated profes- 
sional classes -may die out' Already i 
there are less .than one third of the re 
quired number of doctors. Teachers and 
university professors - are" disappearing, 
together- with' other professions that are 
apt to be leftlunprovidèd for in a time 
of stress or. of short-sighted policy. The 
government has made :an. -honest effort 
to promote higher education, but the 
solemn feet is now recognized that un- 
less relief of considerable volume can 
be given from other countries the prof- 
essional classes of Russia face the pos- 
sibility of extinction. From that dis- 
aster the world, doés well to protect itself 
for its own as well: as Russia's sake.

UNIVERSITY MEN 
TAKE BACK SEAT 

Afraid of Being Too For- 
ward 



We wonder just what an instructor 
would do we're he to walk into one of 
his first classes of a new semester and 
find all the front scats taken. He would 
in all probability be so dumb- founded 
and maybe panic-stricked at such an 
unusual condition that he would take 
refuge in precipitate flight thinking 
that some mischief must strrcly be afoot. 
A look in any of the classrooms where 
seats are not assigned will reveal the fact 
that the front seats rarely have the dust 
brushed from them. If ft is a Targe room 
with morc'than enough scats the students 
will cluster along the back of the room, 
while if thcTe is not a superfluous num- 
lier of seats the back row is at a pre- 
mium. 

There is a reason for all things, so 
there must be a reason for this. Far- 
sightedness may be advanced! as a 
possible explanation, yet these same 
students can be seen occuping a front 
row seat at the theater or a ringside scat 
at an athletic contest. Natural timidity 
docs not sound like a logical reason. 
Laziness cannot be the reason because 
the same condition obtains whether the 
entrance to the classroom happens to be 
at the front or to the rear of the room 
Perhaps one of the reasons why the front 
row arc so nupopular is that voluntary 
occupation of them makes the student 
liable to a gentle "razzing" and accusation 
6f trying to get as A in the course.

Gay, writing- iri the February number 
of the Atlantic' Monthly on "The Timid 
Sex", explains this as a natural inclin- 
ation of men. He says : "There is deep 
seated in every manly breast a deter- 
mination not to be, or at least not to 
appear to be interested in anything 
that any teacher, lecturer, or preacher 
may say, and it is merely masculine to 
register this obscure impulse in any way 
short of audible groans." This may not 
be true tendency to sink into the back 
row is more than likely a result of this 
natural aversion. 

The mere fact that men students are 
more inclined to come early and avoid 
the rush for the back row, however, does 
not çxplafij-why Kk'td CihJversally done. 
Whether the students of old established

The International group study of 'lie 
McGill and Université de Montréal 
students met for supper and discussion 
last night a« the lattcr's home, ,154 Shcr 
brook Street East. The subject of the 
evening was whether unity of language 
culture and rclgiion was desirable or 
cx\V possible in Canada. The firsj 
paper was read by H. Wells, Arts '23 
who dcall with die subject frankly 
and with an intimate knowledge of the 
qucslion under discussion. Wells was 
of the opinion that this was a rcry op 
fortune time to discuss this question o 
great magnitude especially when 
students' of McGill have been so 
ccirtly encouraged to do as by the out 
spoken expressions of Sir Henry New 
bolt on bi-lingualism. Dissensions arose 
through popular prejudices regarding 
t'lier nations. It was therefore ne 
cessary that people should be taught 
the truth about their neighbours in the 
world. In tlic field of the study of 
languages, Wells thought Canada was 
the finest field in the world and the 
Province of Quebec the best part of that 
field "There may be some," stated the 
speaker, "who will argue that if English 
and French arc recognized throughout 
Canada, then the other languages should 
be so recognized by law, and that multi- 
bclinguaflism is impossible because we 
would be repeating the embarrissuig ex- 
perience of Label. From that sound 
conclusion the unsound deduction has 
been madfi that timlti-b\ingualism is 
the natural consequence of bi-lingualism." 
Reference was made to Wm. Moore's 
book "The Clash" which outlined sonic 
of the chief factors which enter into 
what is called nationality. 

To develop a national spirit was Well's 
keynote. To the speaker a unity of 
language culture and religion was Im- 
possible. A national spirit could never 
be developed as long as either one side

wrong." Continuing thr papci Wells 
quite forgot his notes when it tain"- I" 
the matte i of uiiiformilj Wells said 
Whai does it ~ine-ni? Uniformity — 
the most despise word in America, this 
is w here I lake exception to many of Hit. 
programmes o( our so-called social up- 
iflcrs. What a lovely world — a Utopia 
ndecd — this would be when wc spoke 
worshipped, dreamed ate and drank alike! 
It may be good for discipline, but cer- 
tainly not for personality jju! life. - ' 

The next paper was read by Gcoigc 
A. Ilcoti of ihc University de Montréal, 
his pap r was a summering up ol an] 
address delivered on Biligtialisni by 
senator Bckourt. Three, questions were 
outlined and dealt with. 

1— Has Canada been and is it now a 
bilingual nation? Under this point the 
history of the French language in Can- 
ada was developed. 

2— Could Canada now be made unilin- 
gual? Quite evidently said tlic speaker 
this could be accomplished only by the 
suppression of the mother tongus of the 
French Canadians, that is to say, of one 
third of the people of Canada. 

i— If it could be so made, would lhat 
be desirable? 

Mr. Hcon spoke in English and in a 
pleasing and well delivered style impress- 
ed the students. 

After Ihc addresses a lively discussion 
look place in which Professors du Roure 
and Désy conïributcdthcir quota to the 
questions at hand. Other contributors 
wore Jean Bruchési, O. Klineberg, J. 
H. G. Way and F. R. McPhcrson, as 
well as Miss Wood-Lcgh. From be- 
ginning to end the gathering was a 
thorough success and the McGill students 
were entertained royally by their French 
comrades. Next Friday the subjects oi 
Education will be discussed, and the 
special feature oi the rights of the min- 
orities in the different Provinces. The 
meeting will be held at Strathcona Hall 
and papers on the subjects will be given 
by Gerald Fauteux and O. Klincbcvg

The qualifications require applicants 
to be — 

1 — Returned soldiers or sailors. 

2— Physically fit. 

3— Used to rough, outdoor life and 
manual labour. 

•4— Capable of beinc self supportint' 
when located on isolated stations 

5 — \ot less than 1') years of age. 

Qualified Army or Nav'v signer • s 
will usually be given the preference, but 
applicant should state clearly any cn- 
perience in garage work, carpentry, ce- 
ment work etc., as transport, tower build • 
iiigand pier building and pier building 
constitute much of the work for which 
men are required by this survey. 

The field season usually extends from 
about May ."lit to October 1st and all 
applicants are required party while their 
services are required. 

The travelling expenses of all assist- 
ants whose sen-ices prove satisfactory 
and who remain with th- party while 
their services ate required, are paid at 
the' end of the season, nrovided that 
they do not exceed expenses from a 
crtain fi.\rd point to th 1- field. — for 
example, for the Lower. St. La.wren'ce, 
expenses are not allowed which exceed 
expenses front Rirnouski. Quebec, to the 
fi^Id. but in surh cares the. fare from 
Rirnouski to the field will be allowed 

The rates of pay have not been defin- 
itely settled yet. but probably the rates 
paid may be from $3.25 to $3.25 ner day, 
depending on previous experience and 
qualifications. 

It is requested that applications be 
forwarded as soon as possible.

ON MINING IN 

SOUTH AFRICA 

(Continued from Page 1.) 

very strict control oier mining operators, 
and appoints inspectors who make visits 
to all the mines and thoroughly examine 
Ihem. An enquiry is made into every 
accident in the mines, whether to a while 
or a nature, and owing partly to this 
and partly tp the safely first campaigns 
the death rate due to accidents is as low- 
as two in one thousand. 

The government has instituted a med- 
ical board to combat a.nd investigate 
the disease known as "miners' phthisis..' 
This is n disease of the lungs 
which is caused by the dust in the mines. 
No miner is allowed to enter a mine until 
he has beèn examined by A medical of- 
ficer. The cost of fighting this decease 
is four million dollars per year. 

The personnel of tlio mines is about 
17,000 whites and 18,000 natives. The 
latter do all the unskilled work below 
the surface, white the whites are mostly 
supervisors. 

' Before the war, the workers were of 
all nationalities, but a great number have 
been replaced hy Dutch- African farm- 
ers. These people have - been practically 
brought up on politics, and cause a great 
deal of trouble to the government, as 
they want to set up a republican govern- 
ment. As regards the Dutch people. 
Captain Cowles "stated that the better 
classes were the finest of people, and 
that all the trouble was caused by these 
ignorant farmers. They, however, made 
excellent miners, and are hard workers. 

The miners, taking everything into 
consideration, are the best paid unskill- 
ed labourers m the world, and their living 
conditions are excellent. The natives 
are able to save à fair amount of money 
each year, and as soon as they save 
enough to buy six cows they trade thern 
for a wife, cattle being the legal tender 
for wives.
